; The Bible is indispensable as a book of litera- 

ure. 


Look at it as a history. It carries us back to 
the first dawn of time, to the first rising of the 
sun, to the infancy of the first man. For two 
thousand years it bears us along the stream of 
time ; in a compressed but comprehensive manner 
revealing to us the principal events which oc- 
‘curred in the early history of our race. Blot out 
‘from existence the book of Genesis, and what re- 
‘liable knowledge have we of remote antiquity ? 


_ Traditions cannot furnish it. Monuments cannot 


reyeal it. Ruins cannot tell it. What are the 
antiquities of Egypt and Nineveh? What are the 


_ legends of India and China? Can we depend 


upon information obtained from them? Only so. 
far as they correspond with the sacred narrative, 


What are the writings of Philo and Segepbua: 


Can they be accredited? Only, as lesser lig 

far as they reflect the brighter glory.

Look at the Bible also as a book of science, 
poetry, and the jine arts. Such it is not profess- 
edly or chiefly, but such to a limited extent in 
reality it is. 

The time has gone by for learning to attempt 
to decry religion, for philosophy to sneer at the 
cross. The literature of Greece and Rome, so 
much talked of, whence did it come? Whence 
the ethics of their distinguished moralists? No 
doubt but Virgil and Homer, Plato and Aristotle, 
drank from the great fountain—the Bible. This 
now is generally conceded. And after -all that 
has been said of the Corinthian, Doric, and 
Egyptian styles of architecture, we read of no 
great building until after the temple of Solomon 
was erected, the full account of which we find in 
the Bible, and the Queen of Sheba, the King ot 
Tyre, and other royal persons had visited the 
court of Jerusalem. 

Take this with another fact. 

The Bible is indispensable as a book of law. 

Upon it legislation, in all countries and in 
every time, has been founded. Grotius says: 
“The most ancient Attic laws, whence in after 
time the Roman were derived, owe their origin to 
Moses’ laws.” The similarity between the Greek 
and Hebrew laws has been pointed out by many 
learned and impartial writers. From remote an- 
tiquity we trace the influence of the Mosaic code 
in jurisprudence, until we come down to the com- 
mon law ofEngland, the basis of our own legislation. 
This evidently is founded upon the Hebrew code. 
In some instances, as in the time of King Alfred, 
whole statutes have been borrowed from it. On 
good authority itis stated “ that until recently the 
civil law of Moses had been a just subsidiarum in 
Sweden ; and that, although it is no longer cited 
in the courts, there necessarily remain in the 
Swedish jurisprudence many vestiges of its former 
authority.”—(Dr. #. 0. Wines.) ; 

Every intelligent American knows that ‘our, 
Federal and State constitutions, and all our civid 
statutes, closely resemble the Hebrew. Our gov- 
ernment is, therefore, founded upon the Bible, 
and this gives us the more confidence in its per-

petuity. It was love for this book, and persecu- 


tion engendeted by this love, which drove our, 


ancestors across the sea to this broad land. When 
they came hither, they brought the word of God 
in their hands, instheir minds, in their hearts. 
They read it each night and morning at their 
family worship. They slept with it beneath their 
pillows. They laid it in the corner-stone of our 
government, as a broad, firm basis, They built 
upon. it the principles of union, liberty, education, 
and religion. In framing their famous Declara- 
tion -of Independence, this evidently was their 
guide. In all their conflicts for freedom and for 
right, this was their companion and counsellor. 
And when, after a long and weary contest, peace 
came, and with it prosperity, opening ‘the -pre- 
cious Bible, they knelt at the mercy-seat, and gave 
devout thanks to God for victory. 

The accomplished and youthful Lady Jane 
Grey, who became a martyr to the Protestant re- 
ligion in the sixteenth century, the night before 
she was beheaded sent to her sister a Greek Testa- 
ment, with this word of farewell: “TI have here sent 
you, good sister Catherine, a book, which, although 
it is not outwardly trimmed -with gold, yet in- 
wardly it is of more worth than precious -stones. 


It is the book, dear sister, of the law .of the Lord. 


It shall teach you how to,live and how to die.” 
Not only should it have a place in the house- 

hold, but .in the school, It belongs to the chil- 

dren. -Without.it, you-cannot give them.a com- 


plete education, We,haye no more right to keep 
from them this, the richest gift of God, than we 


Ahave-to deny them light and heat, air and water, 
food and clothing. It is theirs by holy in- 
heritance, and it is our duty to see they re- 
ceive it. : 
But say some: The Bible should not be thrust in 
our public schools, because there are people in 
our country who deny its.authenticity, and. others 
who regard it as .a,dangerous book, only to be 
read by the learned, But the question now at 
issue is not whether the Bible shall be thrust in, but 
whether it is to be thrust out.of the common 
schools. It is now in,:and has been from the :be- 
ginning of our present system .of.education. The 
point is, whether a few infidels, Jews, and Ro- 
manists, only about a tithe of our entire popula- 
tion, shall deprive us and our children of one 
of our most sacred and valuable privileges. . 
_ We respectfully submit to all the intelligent 
people of the land, that there can be no complete 
education without the Bible. This book is the 
book of humanity and of God, and_has a right 
every where, but especially has it a place ‘in every 
school, as a branch of study which cannot be 
ignored. "The moment ‘it is excluded from any 
school, that moment that school is converted into 
a heathen seminary, and a great wrong is suffered 
and perpetrated: é 
_ The truth is, we have been too liberal ‘in this 
matter. The time was when the Bille was not 
only read, but studied in all ourschools, It should 
be so now. ‘This precious volume should be a 
text-book. As a book of history, literature, and 


law, as well as the great Gospel directory, it should. 


be carefully investigated. Let it be understood 
that no person is thorou;

Armenian. These Armenians do not know the 
Armenian language, and seemed to have no idea 
of the Gospel whatever. They would not only 
not buy our books, but drove us from their houses, 
so that we could only find a place to sleep through 
the kindness of one of the friends of our muleteer, 
We remained in this place but one day, 

Tapan is south of Hadjin, eight hours distant, 
and has thirty-five Armenian houses ; but the peo- 
ple there also were ignorant and degraded. Only 
‘one man knew how to read. The rest did not 
even know the Lord’s prayer in the Armenian 
Janguage. In the summer houses, whither many 
of the families had gone, ten families gave us a 
hearty welcome, and both by day and by night list- 
ened to our preaching with attention; and though 
they had no money, by borrowing they secured 
enough to buy a Bible and a few other of our 
books. Remained there three days. Returning 
to Marash, we stopped two days at Geben, the 
place where the last king of the Armenians was 
taken bythe Turks. It is west from Marash seyen- 
teen hours distant, and contains 200 houses, all 
Armenians, The people seemed to be of the 
‘baser class, ignorant and dissipated. They did 
mot care to hear the Gospel, though many came to 
talk with us. They would not buy books, 

Boondook is another Armenian village, fourteen 

hhours west of Marash. Remaining here but one 
night, we could not see many persons, but were 
assured that the families at least want a school for 
their children. 
_ Recapitulation—The whole tour occupied ‘sey- 
enty-two days, and was chiefly.a preaching tour, 
It was an unfavourable time for selling books. 
The sales were as follows: 


Although some hundreds of thousands of copies 
of the Scriptures, entire or in portions, have been 
put in circulation in Spain, the demand seems un- 
checked. 

The ecclesiastical authorities alone oppose this 
distribution.. The civil authorities approve’ it, 
and protect those engaged in it; and the masses 
eagerly purchase and read. 

Mr. Jordan, under direction of Mr. Lawrence, is 
now traversing the Southern provinces with his 
Bible coach, and finds the mayic-lantern with 
illustrations of Bible scenes is not only an efficient 
instructor, but provokes the priesthood to a be- 
trayal of their ignorance of the Scriptures, and 
thus reveals to the people the real blindness of 
their assumed teachers. 

Mr. J. gave a 'private exhibition of the lantern 
to the mayor of Castellon last montb. He was 
so delighted that he provided a large hall, capable 
of accommodating 1,500 persons, for an exhibition 
of the pictures, and instructed the Alguaziles to 
invite everybody to come, At the appointed hour 
the hall was crowded. In the audience were 
many women, several priests in disguise, and a 
Jesuit father. Mr. J. announced the object of the 
arpa 4 to be, to give instruction in the knowl- 
edge of the word of God. The Jesuit father asked 
to speak, and said it is true that Jesus Christ 
is the invisible Head of the Church, but there 
is also a ‘visible head, which is “The Father 
Pius IX.” He was immediately silenced by cries 
of “Shut up”—“ Hold your mouth”—‘ Put him | 
out »—“Turn out the Jesuit,” from all parts of 
the house, — :

BIBLE DISTRIBUTION IN EGYPT, 

The Rey. Dr. Barnett, of Cairo, sends us the fol- 
lowing account of Bible work in Egypt. It is 
not of very recent date, yet the account is inter- 
esting, and we believe will be read with pleasure 
by many. 

BY MR. SCHLOTTHAUER. 
Cairo, Noy, 14th, 1870, 

After paying our respects we would inform you 
of our book distributing labours during Octover 
and November. On Saturday, the 8th of October, 
we went from Cairo to Tanta, and on our way by 
the railroad we had an opportunity to scatter 
tracts among the travellers, in various languages, 
Before sunset we arrived at Tanta, and found a 
place of residence in the same wakaleh (cara- 
vansary), in which we had stopped four months 
ago. The owner of the carayansary was much 
pleased on seeing us, and said he loved us very 
much, not on account of the hire of the room, 
but because I had come to them with the word of 
God. During the night he asked me to read 
from the Gospel, as he could not read, and we 
read and gave answers for three hours to his 
questions. There were also some Mohammedans 
present, who heard the word of God. At the end 
the host. said, “ Tell us the truth; are you a Prus- 
sian or not?” and I replied, “ Yes, I am, and a lie 
is a shame with us;” and he said, “ Wonderful ; 
your words are like the words of the American 
missionaries, though you are a Prussian.” 
__On Sabbath, the 9th, we went ‘to the Coptic 
church, in which there was a wedding. The 
priest cried out twice, “ Keep silence! O men! fear 


God and hear his word;” but with all that there ! 


was quite a quarrel among the many-poor beggars 
who were present and were asking for backs/ish. 
There was great confusion, ard the church had 
the appearance of a fair rather than a place where 
God was worshipped ona holy day. In the after- 
noon I found some Christians from Syria, and 
Spoke to them on the subject of religion. I re- 
buked them for having their shops open and sell- 
ing like the Mohammedans. Their excuse was, 
that the fair in that place was on the Sabbath 
day, as it is in a great many places in B ypt, and 
which is a great temptation to weak Christians, 
We distributed Hebrew tracts to. some Jews, 

On Monday, the 10th, we went to the school, but 


both teacher and scholars were afraid of ‘me, for | 


they had heard of the affair that had happened 


at Dameyaneh in the month of May, between 
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Abuna Makar, the head of the convent, and a 
friend of Awad Hanno, who had taken books into 
the court of the conyent, and with whom the 
priest had quarrelled, and whose books he had 
cursed. They thought that I was the person; but 
after I informed them that that was another man, 
and that Abuna Makar had purchased the first 
Testament from us, and had said that I had hon- 
oured him and honoured all the Christians because 
Ihad brought religious books to sell to them, 
the areef (teacher) said to the boys, ‘‘ All who wish 
to purchase books, let them doso.” The areef was 
much pleased on hearing from me the truth in 
reference to the affair at Dameyaneh, and the 
scholars purchased without fear the yery same 
kind of books which had been cursed, 

On Tuesday, the 11th, we went to the govern- 
ment court, where there are many clerks, most of 
whom are Christians, but most of them feared 
the books and resisted the truth, and only a few 
purchased books with joy. 

On Wednesday, the 12th, we sold books in the 
market and at the police office, and here also we 
gave tracts to some Jews. I had many opportu- 
nities to speak to the people in Tanta. 

On Thursday, the 13th, we sold books among 
the Syrians who came to us by night, and we 
sold one New Testament to a Moslem, 

On Friday, the 14th, we sold books as usual, 
with much conversation, and sent a box of books 
ahead to Kefr-ez-Zeyat. 

On Saturday, the 15th, we went to Kefr-ez- 
Zeyat, and found a small clean room to stop in, in 
the carayansary. After nightfall some Christians 
came to us, and we read and spoke to one an- 
other on the affairs that concern Cbristianity. 
Two of them were members of the Protestant 
church, Habeeb and Antone. . ; 

On Sabbath, the 16th, we went with the two 
Protestants to the Coptic church (if it deserve 
the name of a church). There were very few 
present; only the priest, the areef, and the boy 
deacons, and a few women. The deacons were 
quarrelling with one another as to who should 
have the preference in reading. They struck one 
another with their fists, or rather with their open 
hands, and then they threw the coals taken from 
the censer at one another. Before the service 
was finished, the two brethren asked me to leave 
the church and go to one of their houses to pray 
together, which we did. In the afternoon we had 
a good opportunity to speak to the people, who 
came to us in our room. One, whose name is Musa, 
boasted that he was of the orthodox original 
Roman Catholic church, He was selling cotton 
on the Sabbath day, and I said to him that he was 
far astray for fruit like this, Disobedience to the 
fourth commandment was not from the true 
orthodox church, but. from. the want of all faith 
and obedience to the laws of God. It is the fruit 
of the love of gain, which is the root of all evil. 
At last came a Moslem, a sorcerer from Morocco, 
and he showed us all his books of sorcer , think- 
ing that we understood and exercised ‘that art 
also, inasmuch as he saw that we had many books, 
and many people coming to see me. He asked of 
us, as a favour, that we should teach him wisdom, 
ang adyanes mts “a this art... But after we 
inform im that the beginning of wisdom is 
the fear of the Lord, and showed him that the 
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way of his trade was the way of destruction, and 
that he made all his gains by imposing on the 
credulity of ignorant people, and that the way of 
salvation is by Christ Jesus, he became vexed, 
and gathered up his books and !eft our room. 

On Monday, the 17th, inasmuch as the box of 
books had not yet arrived from Tanta, we spent 
the day in reading and speaking to the people, 
in our room and at their shops. 

On Tuesday, the 18th, our box having arrived, 
we sold some books, and found two Christians 
from Beirtit, who are communicants in the Prot- 
estant church. There are in Keft-ez-Zeyat* four 
evangelical and some other enlightened Chris- 
tians. Ifsome preacher could visit them twice a 
month, it would be a good work, and they would 
profit; and it is necessary, lest they become cold 
and lukewarm in their religion. 

On Wednesday, the 19th of October, we hunted 
for a boat going to Rasheed (Rosetta), as we had 
some special business there, which we succeeded 
in finding, and left after nightfall. After we be- 
came acquainted with the various kinds of persons 
in the vessel as fellow-passengers, we repented 
that we had entered this vessel; for some of them 
loved the works of darkness more than the works 
of light. On that account we lighted our lantern, 
gave up sleeping the whole night, and spent it in 
reading the word of God, As this was disagree- 
able to people of this kind, they left the vessel of 
their own accord. ‘ ; 

On Friday, 21st, we arrived at Rasheed, and 
that day we went to the Copts with books, but 
none would purchase. One teacher, being preju- 
diced against the Beirat press, exchanged a copy 
of the Psalms printed there for‘one of the London 
press, though sold for less than one half the price. 

Saturday, the 22d, we went to the synagogue of 
the Jews, and after prayers we distributed tracts 
in the Hebrew language among them, which they 
received with joy. There were twenty-three men, 
to each of whom I gave a tract. 

On Sabbath, the 23d, we called at the Coptic 
church. After service, some of the people asked 
for books, and came to our residence for them. 
We told them we would not sell them on the 
Sabbath, but we would read from the word of 
God, and after half an hour’s reading they be- 
came afraid and left, promising that they would 
come again at night; but they lied, for only one 


came back.

AGENTS’ REPORTS. 
_Among the annual meetings held by the Rev. 
W. A. Parks, in Gzorera, he mentions particu- 
larly that of Ringgold Bible Society, in Catoosa 
County, which had just completed the canvass of 

its field: , 
The officers informed me that a revival of relig- 
‘ion followed the labours of the Agent all over the 
county, much being attributed to the Bibles dis- 
tributed and exhortations of the Agent to read 


and obey the word of God. Great good is resulting | 


from our Bible work in many portions of the State. 
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Rey. E. G. Smith, Norrmern Innrnors, after * 
giving the names of auxiliaries reporting for last 
month, indicates more particularly, from among 
the number, the following : 


Aurora Bible Society has thoroughly canvassed 
and supplied its field, and has quite a balance to 
its credit. Plans are maturing to supply or resup- 
ply the hotels of the city, and to do other work 
that may be presented. 

Adams County has the work well in hand, has 
thoroughly supplied the city of Quincy within a 
few years, and it is thought the county is pretty 
well supplied. 

Bureau County has been quite extensively can- 
vassed and supplied during the past two years, 
and the work is now being prosecuted at Prince- 
ton, the county seat. The present year is to be 
celebrated as the quarter-centennial of this society. 

Chicago has been the point of special interest 
and sympathy for the last half year, Six months 
ago, the proud metropolis of the Northwest was 
laid in ashes. Four square miles of its best busi- 
ness blocks and residences were swept as with the 
besom of destruction. Such an awful scene of 
desolation and despair was never before witnessed, 
and it is to be hoped never will be again. In this 
terrible conflagration the city Bible depository, 
with nearly $4,000 worth of books, was destroyed, 
and tens of thousands of Bibles and Testaments 
were consumed in private houses, schools, and 
churches. With the scores of thousands of indi- 
viduals and families to be sheltered and fed, little 
could be done toward repairing the loss of Bibles. 
But ere long, as soon as the facts were made 
known, before a request could be framed and for- 
warded, along with the spontaneous outburst of a 
world-wide sympathy came the proffer of $5,000 
worth of Bibles and Testaments trom the Parent 
Society, to supply those who had been rendered 
Bibleless by the fire. This timely and generous 
gifi from the Bible House gave the relief most 
needed on the part of the Chicago Bible Society. 
They at once set about supplying those who had 
lost all by the fire. Some 3,000 copies of Bibles 
and Testaments have been distributed by way of 
special relief, aside from the regular colporteur 
work which has been carried on vigorously dur- 
ing the year. They have recently completed the 
ninth thorough canvass of the city. Thus, though 
the fire has destroyed the depository of the Chi- 
cago Bible Society, and burnt up many of its rec- 
ords and reports, it has not destroyed its vitality, 
nor marred its bright record of the past thirty 
years. With the blessing of God, with the sym- 
pathy and aid of the Parent Society, and the 
united efforts of the friends of the Bible of every 
name, it is the purpose of this society to go for- 
ward and meet the demands of the hour, and 
repair the losses they have suffered, and supply 
the vast destitution occasioned by this dire ca- 
lamity. . 4 

The extracts here given are from the report of 
Rey. John Thompson, Inprana ; | fins 

Ihaye been at South Bend, where I attended 


‘the anniversary of the St. Joseph County Bible 


Society, which was the most interesting one ever 
held. The large Meth. Epis. church was too small, 
to hold the congregation, and this, too, right at 
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- the headquarters of Romanism of the most hate- 
ful sort, the Sisters taking the lead in their op- 
position to a free circulation of the Bible. 

I also attended the anniversary of the Indian- 
apolis Female Bible Society, which was pro- 
nounced the most interesting anniversary ever 
held in Indianapolis. I visited the session of the 
North Indiana Meth. Epis. Conference, held at 
Muncie, on the 29th and 30th, and was yery 
cordially received as your Agent, and was in- 
vited, by the venerable Bishop Scott, D.D., to 
address the Conference. 

Rey. Edmund Wright, in his report of Bible 
work done in Missouri, during the month of 
March, says: 

The St. Charles County Bible Society has just 
held its annual meeting. This society is one of 
your oldest and most effidient auxiliaries, In 
1868, the county was thoroughly canvassed by 
the society, and existing destitutions supplied. 
Its present stock of Bibles, valued at about $300, 
is paid for; and its donations to the Parent So- 
ciety have been generous, showing a purpose to 
aid our Cause abroad as well as at home, 

It has been my privilege to attend the two an- 
nual conferences of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in our State—one in Kansas City, and the 
other in Glasgow. In both, Bishop Scott and the 
brethren gave pleasing assurances that our Ameri- 
can Bible Society is held in high estimation. 


The anniversary services of the St. Louis Bible 
Society were held in the Representative Hall, 
Jefferson City, on the first Sabbath of March, and 
the various churches united with the legislature 
in magnifying the word of God. The scene was 
said to be very impressive; and the representa- 
tive men who spoke gave proof that they stood on 
a high and noble platform, 


We have the following information respecting 
the auxiliaries, etc., in NeBRAsKA and Cotoravo, 
in the report for March of Rey. Wm. McCandlish : 

Washington Oounty Bible Society.—This is a 
large county, containing three towns, two in the 
valley of the Missouri River, and one on the bluffs 
of the Elkhorn, a tributary of the Platte, In this 
county we have two Bible societies—the auxili- 
ary centering at Blair, the county seat, and the 
branch at Fontenelle, twenty miles west of Blair. 
In the west part of this county, we haye some 
zealous Bible workers, who are ready to do gra- 
tuitously what may be needed for the circulation 
of the Sacred Scriptures. I have generally found 
a readiness to do something for the Bible cause. 
The condition of this society has greatly im- 
proved since 1869, in the care taken of books and 
the prospect of being out of debt to the Parent 
Society. 

Colfax County is a new organization, named in 
honour of the Vice President of the United States. 
its county seat is Schuyler, situated on the Union 
Pacific Railroad, seventy-five miles west of 
Omaha, Sales have not been large, yet they haye 
done well in these and donations, considering the 
present scarcity of money. The secret of their en- 
ergy is the fact that a few have the progress of 
the Cause deeply at heart, and are willing to 
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work, Their president, a Scotch Presbyterian 
minister, thinks they will pay all due for books 
before the end of this year. The Lord bless them! 

Sarpy County Bible Society.—This society is 
about to enlarge its work by establishing a new 
depository of books in a new railroad town, dis- 
tant from the county seat five miles. They will 
also add to their stock and facilities for sales. 


Rey. Mr. Strobel concludes his report of the 
last month’s work in Norra Canora with these 
words: 


Rapid progress and large money returns cannot 
be expected in a sparsely populated country, 
where there are no railroads, the people are impov- 
erished, and the labours of the agent have been 
greatly hindered by bad roads and a succession of 
rain and snow storms. 

The agent, however, is not discouraged, as he 
feels persuaded that good results will follow his 
efforts. During the month he has sent to the 
General Agent orders for about $500 worth of 
books. 


Rey. Mr, Herr, Ouro, reports his attendance at 
the anniversary of the Jackson and Gallia Welsh 
Bible Society, on the twentieth of last month : 

Owing to detention of train, I could not reach 
the meeting until its close; but from the officers 
I-learned that the receipts exceed those of last 
year, being about $2,000, all of which goes as @ 
donation to the American Bible Society. Would 
to God we had thousands of such societies ! 


Some of the incidents connected with the Bible 
work in SouTH CaRoLina are illustrated in the 
report for March of the Rey. E. A. Bolles: 

The Frog Level Bible Society has been en-. 
gaged in the work of Bible distribution, and has 
also sold some fine books. This society being lo- 
cated in a thickly settled community, and on the 
line of the Greenville railroad, has frequent op- 
portunity of doing good in the distribution of 
God’s word among white and coloured persons, 

We have been fortunate in securing the valuable 
services of Rey. John T. Wightman, of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church South, as voluntary Bible 
colporteur among the large population of freed- 
men in Charleston; and at this city we have also 
the aid of the Rey. A. T. Carr, of the African 
Methodist Episcopal Church, who is a wise and 
judicious distributer of God’s word among the 
coloured people here. He is very highly esteemed 
by the ministers of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South, rol 

At Walhalla Court House, Oconee County, where 
we organized a Bible society since the war, Rev. 
J. P. Smeltzer, president of the Lutheran college, 
and secretary and depositary of the county aux- 
iliary, reports a good work being done through 
him in this mountain region in the distribution of. 
our books. 

We give almost the entire report of Rey. 8, P. 
Whitten, of TenNEssnE, as a chapter of an agent’s 
experience, and an illustration of the work: 

Your ny in this field often meets encoura 
I sometimes discouragements. Take an 
instance of the latter. An auxiliary located at. 
the very place, and among the very people you. 
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would select to organize and keep up a Bible so- 
ciety of first class reputation and efficiency, had an 
appointment for an annual meeting in March,: It 
had held but one since its re-organization soon 
after the war, and that more than three years ago. 
It has been without a secretary more than two 
years ; but the chairman of the executive commit- 
tee, a most worthy man, reports as follows: “‘ There 
was no one of the members present except the 
treasurer and myself. We adjourned with a 
prayer. May the Lord forgive us our indifference 
to this Cause!” 

But this is much more than offset. by many 
other cases. Here is a feeble society, punctual 
and exact; able to do but little, but doing that 
little with a regularity and correctness which 
shows principle above all price. 

And here is an officer of a society, with enough 
of his own business in his hands to weigh down 
many men, loaded by his church with work, and 
yet he manages to do an amount of work for the 
Bible cause that is truly surprising, and to do it in 
a way that is above all praise. All these cases 
and more have been before your Agent during the 
past month. 


We deevly regret to learn that Rey. Mr. Mc- 
Carver, our Agent in Canrrat Texas, recently 
met with a most painful accident, of which with 
much difficulty and. suffering he has been able’ to 
give us some account: , 


T hope you can make out what I desire to com- 
municate. I write, propped upon my bed. On 
the morning of the 18th inst., I left the central rail- 
road at Mexia, about sunrise, with a friend who 
designed to convey me home, a distance of 
seven miles, in his carriage. 
but a little way, when the animal becoming 
frightened ran away, overturned the’ carriage, 
and threw me from the seat. I was injured in 
the spinal column, and have not turned in my bed 
since; being unable to stand unless assisted and 
supported. Language cannot tell my suffering. I 
was greatly shocked and my nervous system was 
paralyzed, though from this I am recovering. God 
has wisely and in goodness allowed me to live, 
and I trust for his glory.

ANNIVERSARIES OF AUXILIARIES; 
The thirty-first anniversary of the Chicago 


Bible Society, Intmvors, was celebrated in’ the | 


Union Park Congregational Church on Sabbath 
evening, March 31. There were over six hundred 
persons present, to whom the first speaker, Rev. 
Arthur Mitchell, pastor of the First Presbyterian 
Church, gave a sketch of the history of the 
English Bible, alluding to the heroism of those, 
who in spite of the most unrelenting opposition. 
first published and read it. pees s 

G. 8. Hubbard, president of the society, then 
addressed the assembly, and spoke of the scarcity 
of Bibles in Illinois when he first came to Chicago, 
and of the meetings of the early settlers to hear 
the Scriptures read. sep 

‘The secretary, F. B. Carter, then presented his 
rt, a part of which is here given: 
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Previous to the fire the work of circulating 
the Scriptures: was prosecuted with energy and 
success, and since that event a greater work has 
devolved upon the society. The ninth canvass of 
the city, for the completion of which arrangements: 
had been made just before the fire occurred, is now 
finished, and the city is once more thoroughly 
supplied. The five colporteurs engaged in this 
work were employed 826 days, and visited 46,824 
families, finding more than one quarter of these 
families destitute. Bibles were sold to the 
amount of $1,550 83, and there were 1,543 yol- 
umes donated, worth $565 06. 

A larger number of Bibles and Testaments have 
been supplied to church and mission schools for 
the past fifteen months than ever before. Proba- 
bly notiless than 1,000 Bibles and 6,000 Testaments 
belonging to these schools, and which had been 
contributed by this Society, were burned in the 
great conflagration. 

The Parent Society in New York forwarded im- 
mediately after the fire $5,000 worth of Bibles, 
which were placed in the hands of the city pastors 
to supply cases of destitution that should come.to 
their notice; and there have been distributed in 
this manner over 9,000 volumes. 

The north side with portions’ of the south and 
west divisions will soon be rebuilt, and will 
have to be re-canyassed and supplied. Not less 
than 40,000 copies of the Scriptures were destroyed 
by the fire, and the families who now have none 
should be furnished with them. 

The society accepts the increased responsibility 
imposed by the calamity, and intends: to go for- 
ward with firm purpose and renewed energy in 
efficiency and liberality. 


The anniversary services of the Indianapolis 
Female Bible Society, Iyprana, were held in that 
city March 10, at the Second Presbyterian Church, 
Governor Baker presiding. We give some of the 
items from the report presented on that occasion’: 


Prior to the anniversary of this society last 
year, the board of directors decided that they 
would again canyass the county, and provide the: 
destitute, if any, with the Holy Scriptures. 

Rey. Mr. Calahan was therefore engaged for 
this important work, which he performed to the 
satisfaction of the society. He has visited 1,533 
families, supplied fifty-seven by sale or gift, and 
travelled nearly 700 miles. § 

The cost of the agency amounts to about one 
seventh of a cent to each inhabitant; and eyen 
this small sum has not been spent entirely for 
raising funds, but partly to keep the county well 
supplied with the Scriptures, i 

Rey. Mr. Vannatta resumed his labours as aux- 
iliary agent of this society in November, making 
the fourth year that he has performed this work. 
acceptably to the board of directors. 

Number of families and: business places visited, 
7,000; families found destitute, 100; the amount 
obtained on _ subscription, $1,540, of which 
$1,480 80 has been collected. The board desire 
to express their appreciation of the spirit of court- 


| esy shown to the auxiliary agent in his unwearied 
| and self-denying labours, and also for the 


' gener- 
ous response of the Christian public to his solicit- 


ations for aid. to this benevolent object. The re- 
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port of the treasurer shows the financial condi- 
tion of the society to be very encouraging, 


The first speaker introduced by Governor Ba- 
ker was Hon. A. C. Downey, of the Supreme 
Bench. Among other things he said; 


One reason why we should love the Bible cause 
is, that it is a common ground, on which all can 
stand, upon which all Christians can rally, and in 
this way labour for the cause of acommon Master. 
The circulation of the Holy Scriptures free from 
sectarian notes or comments is a work in which 
all who receive them as authentic may heartily 
engage. There seems to be a peculiar fitness in 
the efforts of woman for the honour of the Bible 
and for its general circulation and acceptance. It 


is her friend. Its teachings tend to her elevation | 


and happiness, Where the Bible is, there the true 
and proper rights of woman are best understood 
and most firmly secured to her. 

Rey. Mr. Thompson, State agent, then followed 
in a few remarks concerning his work, and the 
meeting was further addressed by Rev. J. H. 
Baylis, Elder Black, and Rey. J. P. E. Kumler, 
each of whom contributed earnest words in be- 
half of the circulation of the Bible, and the exten- 
sion of the Bible work. 

The thirty-eighth anniversary of the ManYLAND 
Bible, Society was celebrated April 22d, in the 
Charles Street Methodist Church, Baltimore, Wm. 
B. Canfield, president; and there were on the plat- 
form Rey. J. E. Grammer, Rev. Dr. John McKeon, 
Hon. Isaac D. Jones, Prof. T. D, Baird, Rey. Dr. 
Sims, Rev: E. J. Wolf, and others, 

Rey.Dr. Charles N. Sims was introduced, and ad- 
dressed the meeting. He said they were present 
to celebrate the thirty-eighth anniversary of the 
Maryland Bible Society, which proposes to take 
the word of God as it was given to us, and give 
it to the world As a Methodist he was willing to 
send it out as the best campaign document in the 


world, and so it was with the Episcopalians, 


Presbyterians and others. 


Rev. Dr. J. E. Grammer, who next addressed the 
congregation, spoke of the history, poetry, unity 
and catholicity of the Bible. It prescribes no 
form of worship—no Methodism, no Presbyterian- 
ism, no Episcopalianism, but left all to select for 
themselves. It destroys all class distinctions, 
and makes men feel that they are all of one Father 
and one blood. 

There have been four canyassers employed by 
the society, and the results of their work in distri- 
bution are 2,319 volumes, value, $986 63 ; receipts 
for books sold, $455 13; and donations, $27 91. 

One of the colporteurs, Mr. Baker, has devoted 
a part of his time to the shipping in the harbour, 
He has visited 1,038 vessels of all classes ; supplied 
361 with 688 volumes, valued at $321 75. 

The immigrants by the North German Lloyd 


Steamers have been supplied from the stock of | 
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the American Bible Society, furnished for that 
purpose, to the extent of 520 Bibles and 649 Testa- 
ments, a total of 1,169 volumes, worth $408 70. 
This work has now been transferred to the other 
end of the line by the American Bible Society, 
under the hope that it can be more completely 
done at Bremen, the point of embarkation. From 
the same stock the Maryland Bible Society has 
distributed to Sabbath schools, in States south of 
it, 302 Bibles and 303 Testaments, value, $151 10. 


At the fifty-sixth anniversary of the New York 
Female Bible Society, celebrated in the American 
Bible Society’s House, April, 11th, 1872, the read- 
ing of Scripture and the, offering of prayer by 
Rey. Dr. Crosby formed the opening services. The 
reports of the secretary and treasurer were then 
read, and were followed by eloquent addresses by 
the Rey. Dr. Tyng and Rey. Dr. Ormiston. 

The work of the Bible readers, which has been 
the principal work of this society for ten years 
past exhibits many interesting features. 

’ The collections of this decade were greater than 
those of the first four; as about $110,000 have 
been collected and disbursed, while during the 
forty-four previous years the receipts only amount- 
ed to $132,000. The collections of the past year 
amount to $11,367 39; $9,565 04 have been ap- 
propriated to the support of Bible women and their 
mission ; $408 42 have been paid to the American 
Bible Society for Bibles and Testaments, and 
$180 contributed to its funds: 


An extract from the reports of the Bible readers é 
will give an idea of the nature and importance of 
their work. One of them says: 


During the past week, I have had eight deaths 
among my people. One was a Scotchman, who 
lost his wife some time ago. The wife was a 
Christian, but the man himself was a drunkard. 
He had signed the pledge three times, and had 
broken it each time. His wife was much troubled 
in her mind for her husband, but his case seemed 
almost hopeless, A few weeks after his wife’s 
death, I called to see him, and tried to talk with 
him. I urged him to sign the pledge again, and 
try to keep it. I then asked if I should read a ~ 
few verses to him out of the Bible. He did not ob-. 
ject, and I read a part of that chapter where that 
verse occurs, “ Wine is a mocker, strong drink 
is raging.” “That’s true” said he; “oh that’s 
true.” I then said, “ Kneel down with me, and let 
me pray for you.” “I can’t kneel,” saidhe. “ Why 
not?” “I won't kneel,” he persisted. “ Oh, yes, 
you will,” I replied, and though I hardly expected 
it, he knelt down, and Iknow not how it was, but — 
the Spirit of the Lord seemed to come to me, I_ 
prayed for him with an imploring earnestness, 
which I have seldom felt before; and after a little 
while I heard great sobs from him, and the tears _ 
were running down his cheeks, ‘ Don’t stop pray- 
ing,” he said, “ pray again ;” and when Lae 

i d see 
me before ?” “I came several times, but never found 
you at home.” “ Well, I suppose I wasin some of 
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those bad drinking places. Nobody ever tried to 
make me leave off drinking before. Even the min- 
ister never spoke to me about it.” After that he 
was confined to the house with disease of the lungs, 
and was unable to work. I called to see him oc- 
casionally, and did what I could for his comfort, 
as he had no one to wait on him. The last time I 
saw him was about two weeks before his death, 
when he said tome: “ Mrs, @ , if you had not 
prayed with me as you did that day, I should 
never have given up drinking, nor had a hope in 
Christ. Ihave never tasted liquor since you made 
that prayer. It was the means of saying me. I 
know it was God that sent you, and God that 
sayed ; but He put his power into your hands, and 
I shall thank you through all eternity.”, 


The Bible woman becomes familiar with many 
scenes like this, as she visits the sick, speaking 
comfortable words to the dying, and carrying the 
sunshine of her mission all along her path, so 
much of which leads among the shadows of sin 
and suffering. 


The anniversary services of the VrrerntA Bible 
Society were held in St. Paul’s Episcopal Church, 
Richmond, April 2d, in presence of an unusually 
large audience. The report of the board of mana- 
gers was read by the Rev. John E. Edwards, D.D;, 
of the Broad Street Methodist Church. 

After alluding to the progress of Bible societies 
in this and other countries since the beginning of 
the present century, and their great power for 
good, as seen in the results accomplished, the re- 
port reviews particularly the work of the past 
year in Virginia. 

When the secretary and general agent entered 
upon his duties in October, early in that month, 
the hoard inaugurated new measures for the 


more systematic, thorough and successful prosecu-. 


tion of the Bible work. The State was divided 
into districts, to be under the supervision of dis- 
trict agents, whose duties should be to attend 
to every interest touching this great work in their 
respective fields, __ eee 

Four agents were appointed, and commenced 
their work in the Southeastern, Northeastern, 
Southern Central, and Western Districts, and 
though hindered by many obstacles, haye prosecu- 
ted their labours with commendable energy and 
uniform success. 

In January the canvass and supply of the city 
of Richmond was begun, resulting in the number 
of families visited, 2,503; families destitute of 
Bibles, 471; families supplied, 308; amount of 
money collected, $99 97. 


The plans proposed by the board for the’ 
more thorough and systematic prosecution of its. 


missions contemplate the employment of a number 
of colporteurs, who shall not only visit the more 
accessible sections, but especially penetrate into 


the more secluded parts of the State, and carry 


a 


the Gospel to the homes of those who never hear 
the glad tidings from the lips of living ministers, 

Progress has been made in the work of re-organ- 
ization, although agents have been employed but 
a short time, Most of the auxiliaries in the State 
have secured a fair stock of Bibles, and are giving 
promise of great prosperity and usefulness. 

At the conclusion of the reading of the report, 
Bishop Doggett was introduced to the audience, 
and spoke at some length on the topic, “ The re- 
lation which Protestant Christians*hold to the 
Bible cause.” The next speaker was Rev. Dr. T. 
Ralston Smith, a representative of the American 
Bible Society, who spoke earnestly on the subject 
of the diffusion of the word of God throughout 
the land, and closed with a warm appeal in be- 
half of the Cause, 

Dr, Hoge followed the last speaker, and after 
assuring the congregation of his interest in the 
Bible cause, introduced Joseph H. Dulles, Esq., 
secretary of the Pennsylvania Bible Society, whose 
address was received with pleasure by the con- 
gregation. 

The addresses being over, the following resolu- 
tions were adopted :—Whereas the investigations 
of our district agents and the canvass now in 
progress in this city reveal to us the painful fact 
that an unexpectedly large proportion of the peo- 
ple of Richmond and of the commonwealth are 
destitute of the word of God; and, whereas the 
board of managers of the Virginia Bible Society 
are convinced from. the information now in their 
possession that for the successful prosecution of 
the work during the ensuing year the sum of at 
least $10,000 will be required : therefore, 

1, Resolved, That the Virginia Bible Society, in 
reliance on the Divine blessing, will undertake to. 
raise during the current year the sum of at least 
$10,000. : 

2. Resolved, That in order to accomplish this - 
desirable object, a circular be issued by the board. 
of managers, calling the attention of the Christian 
public to the extent of our destitution, the impera- 
tive obligation resting upon this society to meet. 
it, and soliciting the sympathy, co-operation and 


liberal support of all the pastors, churches and. 


friends of the Bible cause in the commonwealth. 
BIBLE SOCIETIES AND BIBLE SCHOOLS. 

No argument is necessary to prove the natural 
and necessary connection between the institutions 
named above. It is of comparatively little use to 
put a Bible in the hands of an individual or a 
family where the ability to read it is wanting; 
but as soon as that ability is acquired, a copy of 
God’s word should be possessed. In many places 
and districts of country—especially in the West _ 
and South, and more particularly among the 
freedmen—Sunday schools must be mainly de- 
pended upon for the education of the masses in 
reading, and Bible societies for the supply of the 
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Scriptures. Thus the school becomes the John 
Baptist of the word. : 

A missionary of the American Sunday School 
Union writes from a Southern city: 

“T find the masses of the people in great’ need 
of education. A large proportion of the grown 
people are unable to read. I was quite surprised 
by a statement given me by a superintendent in 
this city. His church membership is over 600. 
Of this number, he said, not over 100 could read 
the Bible. Many of them are too poor to buy it.” 

The American Bible Society and the American 
Sunday School’Union, both established on Union 
principles, are working hand to hand, and. heart 
to heart, in the accomplishment of a great com- 
mon: object. 

There was an article kindred to this in our 
issue for October, 1871, to which we beg leave to 
refer. In the reiteration of thought more impres-

An Agent in Ohio, visiting some Sabbath schools 
in Piqua, and addressing the children in behalf of 
the Bible cause, spoke of a tradition and practice 
among the children in Maryland, on the subject 
of inducing hens to lay eggs on the approacly of 
Easter.

WILLIE'S BIBLE BURNED, 

“God so loved the world, that he gaye his 
only begotten. Son, that whosoever believeth in: 
him should not. perish, but have everlasting 
life."—John iii. 16. Perhaps no verse in the Bible 
has been more used by God than this one in 
drawing sinners to himself. Father Chiniquy, a 
converted Roman Catholic priest, tells a story of a: 
lad to whom God revealed his love by means of. 
this verse. This lad had a Christian companion, 
who longed for his conversion. Day after day he: 
told him the story of God’s love, and pressed him: 
to take a Bible home with him, For a long time’ 
he refused, saying that his mother called it a 
“soul-destroying book.” But one day he yielded, 
and put the Bible in his pocket, That night, in- 
stead of going to bed, he fastened the door of his’ 
bed-room; and, opening the Bible at the third 
chapter of John, he read of Nicodemus coming to: 
Jesus by night, He read on till he came to the’ 
sixteenth verse; but there the love of God arrested: 
him, He read the yerse over and over again; 
and every time it seemed more wonderful. Before 


| morning, God’s love had won his heart. At first, 
| he did not. tell his mother what had: happened; 


but one day he left his Bible on the table, that: she 
might see it. When she found. it, she at once 
asked, “Who brought that soul-destroying book 


here?” “Tt was I, mother,’ said Willie. She 


rushed off to the priest, told him, and asked what 
she was to do, He told her to go home, throw 
the Bible in the fire, and tell her boy that, unless 
he promised to give up reading the Bible, he 
must leave her house. The deluded woman be- 
lieved her boy would be ruined by reading the 
Bible; and so she threw it into the fire: Willie 
sprang forward to save it; but his mother was: 
stronger than he, and she held him back, while 
the flames licked up leaf after leaf of his precious 
treasure. At first, tears of grief ran down his.
